Electronic filing works best if you expect a tax refund. 
Because the IRS processes electronic returns faster than 
paper ones, you can expect to get your refund three to six 
weeks earlier. If you have all your documents in order, go 
ahead and file electronically as soon as you can. If you have 
your refund deposited directly into your bank account or IRA, 


the waiting time is even less. 


There are other advantages to e-filing besides a fast refund. 
The IRS checks your return to make sure that it is complete, 
which increases your chances of filing an accurate return. 
Less than one percent of electronic returns have errors, 
compared with 20 percent of paper returns. The IRS also 
acknowledges that it received your return, a courtesy you 
don’t get even if you send your paper return by certified mail. 
That helps you protect yourself from the interest and penal- 
ties that accrue if your paper return gets lost. 

If you owe money, you can file electronically and then wait 
until the federal tax filing deadline to send in a check along 
with Form 1040-V. You may be able to pay with a credit card 


or through a direct debit. 


With a credit card, expect to pay a service charge of as 


much as 2.5 percent. 


With direct debit, you may delay the debiting of your bank 
account until the actual filing deadline.

The Union Ice house complex stood where the town beach is today. The superintendent's office is the small gabled structure between the two ramps.

cutting ice and hauling it to 
the ice houses. There was a 
runway between the two 
groups of ice houses, and a 
steam-powered lift to carry 
the ice from the lake level to 
where it was to be stored. 

Keeping that power lift run- 
ning would be the work of 
George Hill. 

A lot of the ice was cut near 
the Lake Street side of the 
lake. The water there is not 
deep there, and _pickerel 
weeds and other plants would 
grow there in the summer. 

In the fall, some farmers 
would be hired to cut the 
weeds growing in the water. 
It would not do to try to sell 
weed-laden ice to the families 
of Boston. 

Sometime about 1900, the 
street railways came out to 
Silver Lake. One could get 
on a streetcar in Charles- 
town or Cambridge and ride 
out to Silver Lake. 

On Grove Avenue, a man 
named MacFarlane built an 
ice cream parlor, overlooking 
the lake. He had a nice porch 
with marble-topped tables. 
There were bath houses near 
the lake, where people could 
change into bathing suits. 

Above those bath houses 
was a huge sign, advertising 
a soft drink called Moxie. 
People may not have known 
where MacFarlane’s was, but 
everyone knew where the 
Moxie sign was. 

West of MacFarlane’s place, 
a man named Charlie Wig- 
gins built a two-story store. 
He later sold it to Ralph 
Howe. Ralph ran a grocery 
store and Charlie was a bar- 
ber. Charlie had lost both 
legs in an accident and had 
an artificial right foot. 

Charlie used to drive a 
Buick, and he did so expert- 
ly. He had a bar from the 
brake to the clutch. He could, 
with one motion, step on the 
brake, or step on both the 
brake and the clutch. 

About 1907-08, a baseball 
team was started. Eddie 
Neilson, a cousin of the 
writer, was the pitcher, a 
spitball pitcher who never 
lost a game. 

The first baseman was Ray 
Howe, son of Ralph. The 
shortstop was Harold Mel- 
zar. That team travelled all 
over eastern Massachusetts 
for two years and defeated 
all comers. 

Between MacFarlane’s and 
Howe’s, another building was 


constructed, a long narrow 


place. Whether it was built 
for the Silver Lake Men’s 
Club or as a Silver Lake 
library is not known. First it 
was one, and then it was the 
other. Eventually it was di- 
vided into three apartments. 

Beyond Ralph Howe’s store, 
a bakery was built by a man 
named Smith. He continued 
in business for about 25 years 
and can be remembered as a 
kind-mannered gentleman. 

Some of the buildings be- 
tween Grove Avenue and the 
lake stood until the 1970s, 
when the town took them by 
eminent domain and demol- 
ished them. There. are post 
cards which show the build- 
ings in their heyday. 

About 100 feet beyond 
Smith’s bakery was a road to 
the left, going down to the 
Silver Lake Railroad Station. 
For that day and age, the sta- 


_tion was quite a place. It no 


longer exists. Part of the road 
is still there, named Wilde 
Avenue, after John Wilde. 

Every weekday morning, 
just after 8 a.m., about 65 
people would cross the tracks 
and await the arrival of the 
8:11. The train was known as 
the Nashua Express. 

There were only two stops 
between Nashua and Bos- 
ton, Lowell and Silver Lake. 
The train would cover the 17 
miles to Boston in just 19 
minutes. Get on the train at 
8:11 and you could be in your 
office in Boston by 9 a.m. 

On the corner of Wilde 
Avenue, opposite the Union 
Ice House, stood the Jackson 
Club, owned by some young 
men from Charlestown. It 
had quite a reputation, and 
there are some stories to tell. 

One involves Caroline Neil- 
son, the mother of the wri- 
ter. She was walking down to 
the railroad station one day 
about 1915. As she passed the 
Jackson Club, an upstairs 
window was opened and a 
young woman was pushed 
out onto the roof without a 
stich of clothing. Mrs. Neil- 
son never again walked on 
that side of Grove Avenue. 

A second incident took place 
about 1912. Herbert Barrows 
was chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, and Walter Hill 
was chief of police. 

They were notified that a 
riot was going on at the Jack- 
son Club. Herb got into his 
buggy and got there as soon 
as he could.

Chief Hill was a gentle- 
man. He would always avoid 
a fight. 

Herb Barrows was a gentle- 
man, too, but he never duck- 
ed a fight. He just stormed 
into the Jackson Club and 
grabbed the first man he 
came to by the coat collar. 
Herb dragged the young man 
to Silver Lake and threw him 
in the water. 

“Oh, he’ll drown!” wailed 
the chief. 

“Let the bastard drown!” 
roared Herb as he went back 
into the Jackson Club for 
another member. But there 
was nobody there. They had 
all dashed out the back door 
into the swamp. 

Another story about the 
Jackson Club concerns the 
town’s new street lights. 
Someone in the club owned a 
Model T Ford, which was a 
handy vehicle to drive in those 
days. They would drive around 
in the Model T in the evening, 
and shoot street lights. 

The rule of the game was 
that the car had to be going 
about 45 miles per hour when 
the trigger was pulled. The 
gun uséd was a .22 rifle. Ina 
Model T, 45 miles an hour 
was about full speed. 

If the shooter missed, the 
driver would stop and back up 
to, say, 100 yards on the other 
side of the light. He would 
start up again and be going 
full speed as the car passed 
beneath the street light.

of the hits and misses, either. 

The Jackson Club building 
later became a restaurant, 
Jack’s Lunch, and_ later 
served as the meeting hall of 
the Disabled American Veter- 
ans. It was torn down in the 
1960s after a fire. 

Sometime after World War 
I, the Union Ice House was 
no longer in service. Walter 
Hale had constructed an ice 
house off Main Street, near 
Glen Road. The Union ice 
company was no longer ship- 
ping ice, and gradually its 
ice houses fell to pieces. 

The sawdust in the ice hous- 
es was an ideal fuel for fires. 
Every summer, there would 
be fires. The people at the 
lake used to complain about 
how long it took the fire 
department to respond to a 
fire. The lake was about two 
miles from the fire station. 

So they “took over” a horse- 
drawn piece of apparatus and 
started their own Silver Lake 
Fire Department. Harry 
Miller was the chief, Claude 
Thompson was the treasurer, 
and Peter Neilson, the wri- 
ter’s father and a brother to 
Pop, was the clerk. The fire

wagon was kept in a shed on 
Christian “Pop” Neilson’s 
farm, and that gentleman 
provided the horse, too. 

How many house fires the 
Silver Lake Fire Department 
responded to is not known. 
But every summer, during 
the hot month of August, the 
men of the Siler Lake Fire 
Department would go over to 
the site of the Union Ice 
House and man the pumps, 
putting out fires, which had 
started spontaneously in the 
sawdust. It was great fun. 

The secret incentive of that 
fire department was to be 
found in the water tub of that 
wagon. Prohibition by this 
time was the law of the land. 

Before the volunteers start- 
ed from the shed at Pop 
Neilson’s, a keg of beer was 
put into the tub of the wagon. 
By the time they returned to 
Pop’s, that beer, immersed in 
the cold waters of Silver 
Lake, was just right for a 
refreshing drink. 

(Capt. Larz Neilson [1911- 
2000] grew up at Silver Lake in 
Wilmington. In 1955, he found- 
ed the Town Crier. This. story 
dates from the 1980s.)

seeks $200M 
in Chapter 90 funds | 


BOSTON — The Baker- 
Polito Administration is fil- 
ing “An Act Financing Im- 
provements to Municipal 
Roads and Bridges,” which 
requests $200 million in 
Chapter 90 funds for local 
transportation infrastruc- 
ture projects across Massa- 
chusetts. 

“We are proud to once 
again file for $200 million 
for Chapter 90 funds for cit- 
ies and towns as we ap- 
proach the road construc- 
tion season,” said Gov- 
ernor Charlie Baker. “This 
essential and flexible fund- 
ing allows our municipali- 
ties to make infrastructure 
upgrades that promote reli- 
ability and public safety on 
roads and bridges, as well 
as economic development 
and job creation, and we 
hope for swift action by the 
legislature.” 

Through the Chapter 90 
program, the Massachu- 
setts Department of Trans- 
portation (MassDOT) re- 
imburses cities and towns 
for costs incurred for eligi- 
ble transportation projects. 


BOSTON — Ending an 
exhaustive first month of 
the legislative session, 
Representative Ken Gor- 
don (D-Bedford) intro- 
duced 19 bills and cospon- 
sored dozens more as Bea- 
con Hill buckles down to an 
important new session. 

Among the bills filed by 
Rep. Gordon is legislation 
that will shield ratepayers 
from unwarranted gas 
pipeline expansion costs, 
by preventing utilities com- 
panies from passing the 
costs of building or expand- 
ing gas pipelines onto con- 
sumers in the form of fees. 

The Supreme Judicial 
Court ruled in 2016 that 
this practice is illegal and 
the legislation would codi- 
fy the ruling. 

“This is one step in the 
process of protecting rate- 
payers from expansion of 
gas lines that many do not 
want,” said Rep. Gordon. 
“Coupled with co-sponsor- 
ship of bills filed by my 
colleagues that encourage 
the use and development of 
renewable energy, we are 


Funding is awarded by 
municipality, and is prede- 
termined by a formula that 
includes factors such as 
population, road miles, and 
employment. This is the 
third year that the Baker- 
Polito Administration has 
filed for $200 million for 
Chapter 90 funds. In total, 
since taking office in 2015, 
the Baker-Polito Adminis- 
tration has released $500 
million in Chapter 90 infra- 
structure funds. 

“Our administration has 
prioritized strengthening 
the state’s relationship 
with the Commonwealth’s 
cities and towns, and Chap- 
ter 90 funding is an impor- 
tant resource in that part- 
nership,” said Lieutenant 
Governor Polito. “In addi- 
tion to unrestricted local 
aid and Chapter 70 educa- 
tion monies, these infra- 
structure funds are yet one 
more tool for local leaders 
to apply to their specific 
needs and improve their 
communities.”

Cimaglia then arranged for 
the work to be done for the 
veteran’s home and for all of 
the steps it took to get him to 
and from Blair House during 
the snowstorm. 

“Everybody came together 
to help,” he says. “We were 
able to get the veteran a ride 
to the nursing home, and 
somebody plowed his drive- 


way so that the ambulance 


could get in.” 

The moving of the veteran 
seemed to be the most diffi- 
cult part, as Marciello says 
that the elder did not want to 
be removed from his home 
— and it could not have hap- 
pened without Cimaglia. 

“Lou [Cimaglia] is ex- 
tremely dedicated to the vet- 
erans in our community,” 
she says.

tact with the victim, and not 
work with or volunteer with 
children under the age of 16. 

The incident took place in 
March of 2016 when a young 
girl reported to police that 
MacDougall had exposed 
his penis while in the store. 
Although surveillance foot- 
age did not specifically 
show the alleged incident, 
the girl’s account, as well as 
a description of the suspect, 
matched the store’s sur- 
veillance footage. 

A Registry of Motor Ve- 
hicles photograph compared 
to the video surveillance 
was what police describe in 
their report as “an unques- 
tionable match.” 

A criminal check of 
MacDougall showed that not 
only was he known to the 
police as a long time resi- 
dent, but that he had been 
criminally charged on three 
separate occasions for simi- 
lar offenses. 

After receiving a call about 


the incident, officer Louis 
Martinetti was dispatched. 
Sergeant David McCue, De- 
tective Pat Nally and Mar- 
tinetti met at the Wilming- 
ton Plaza to speak with the 
reporting party’s family. 

At first, police spoke with 
the mother of the girl, who 
was upset at the exposure 
that her child suffered in the 
grocery store. The girl’s 
mother described the details 
provided by her daughter 
and added a description of 
the location in the store 
where the incident occur- 
red, the back end of the 
store in the second aisle. 

The mother contacted the 
manager of the store on 
duty that night following the 
incident. 

The police spoke with the 
eight-year-old victim, who 
was described as “very ar- 
ticulate and able to give a 
descriptive recount of the inci- 
dent.” According to the girl, a 
“strange man kept staring at 
me and my brother” while 
shopping with her mother.

The girl added, “It was real- 
ly weird, he kept staring” and 
she made a face of somebody 
sticking out her head, de- 
scribing how MacDougall 
was staring, “like this.” 

“He kept going around us... 
around and around,” the girl 
continued. “Then, as we left 
the deli area, he pulled up 
his shirt and (MacDougall’s 
penis) was sticking out.” 

Nally then asked the moth- 
er of the girl if she could 
“gently” ask her to describe 
if MacDougall’s penis was 
“erect.” The girl described 
MacDougall’s penis, which, 
from the description, ap- 
peared to be in an erect 
state. 

The girl’s brother was with 
her the whole time (they 
were actively playing in the 
deli area and starting to go 
up the second aisle), but it 
was reported that the boy 
did not see the exposure. 

It was reported that the 
children were “right in front 
of the pickle display,” and 
that the video showed 
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MacDougall directly in front 
of the girl. It was also re- 
ported that her eyes could 
be seen looking in the direc- 
tion of the mid-section of 
MacDougall’s body. At the 
time, the mother was get- 
ting groceries from the aisle 
with her eyes directed away 
from the children. 

Video then showed the girl 
looking at MacDougall and 
moving away, and he wént 
quickly up the aisle to the 
checkout counter. ‘AS 
MacDougall stood in the “12 
items or less” aisle, he can 
be observed looking over his 
shoulder several times. He 
then made a purchase and 
left the store. 

The police department was 
also aware of MacDougall’s 
prior incidents in 2003 (Open 
and Gross Lewdness), and 
two other incidents in 1986 
for Lewd and Lascivious and 
Open and Gross conduct 
charges in 1969.

Tf ‘there is such a thing as 
peaking at the right time, 
the Shawsheen Tech Hockey 
tearh certainly seems to be 
doing just that. 

With three more wins this 
past week, the Rams have 
now won eight of their past 
niné games to improve to 13- 
6,0n the season, and they 
have done so in very impres- 
sive. fashion in most of those 
games, particularly in their 
last three, where they scored 
oe ‘Combined 20 goals in wins 
over. Attleboro (5-1) last 
Wednesday, Essex Tech (8-2) 
last; Thursday and Rockport 
(745) last Saturday. 

“It is great to see that we 
are putting up some num- 
bers,” Shawsheen coach 
Chuck Baker said. “We have 
been playing pretty well 
offensively.

The scoring was even more 
balanced for the Rams in 


their 8-2 win over Essex 
Tech on Senior Night, with 
seven different goal scorers 
accounting for the eight 
Rams goals. Irwin, Page 
and Murray, along with sen- 
iors Ryan Hickey, John 
Foley and Aaron Bennett 
had one goal each, while 
Ryan Cummiskey had two. 
“It is always a good thing 
when you get multiple guys 
putting the puck in the net,” 
Baker said. “This gives us 
that balance which makes it

The Rams were set to wrap 
up their regular season on 
Wednesday afternoon 
against Bishop Fenwick as 
the Town Crier was going to 
press, and they will begin 
play in the Division 3 State 
Tournament early next 
week.

Irwin is the Rams 
leading scorer on the season 
with 21 goals and 18 assists, 
and Murray has enjoyed 
playing with both talented 
players. 

“I always know where 
Duggan is and we work real- 
ly well together,” said 
Murray.

Though Wilmington Town 
Planner Jeffrey Hull is recom- 
mending the — selectmen 
endorse the bridge plans, 
board chairman Judith 
O’Connell indicated that a 
vote will not take place until 
traffic projections, being pre- 
pared by Woburn-retained 
consultant VHB, are released. 

Being overseen by the 
Mass. Department of 
Transportation (MassDOT), 
the $14-to-$17 million construc- 
tion of a three-span structure 
over a set of train tracks by 
Anderson Regional 
Transportation Center (RTC) 
will re-establish a traffic con- 
nection between East Woburn 
by Presidential and 
Commerce Ways and North 
Woburn/Wilmington by Route 
38. 

Last month, MassDOT 
engineer Paul King, the 
state’s lead manager on the 
New Boston Street plans, pre- 
dicted the bridge, designed to 
include two 11-foot wide traffic 
lanes with shoulders for bicy- 
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clists and full pedestrian 
access, will break ground in 
the next four years. 

Though King characterized 
the construction as virtually 
guaranteed to move ahead, as 
federal funding is secured for 
release in 2021, there was 
some question at the end of 
the January public hearing in 
Woburn City Hall as to 
whether Wilmington’s leaders 
would try to block the propos- 
al. 

In particular, veteran 
Wilmington Selectman 
Michael McCoy, complaining 
town officials were never noti- 
fied about MassDOT’s hearing 
on the completion of 25 per- 
cent design documents, insist- 
ed he would call upon his col- 
leagues to vote against restor- 
ing the traffic connection. 

During the subsequent 
gathering in Wilmington, 
McCoy repeated his  opposi- 
tion to the project, which he 
says will lead to traffic grid- 
lock along stretches of Route 
38, as well as along adjoining

roadways in the town like 
Eames Street, Woburn Street, 
and Route 129 and Lowell 
Street.

“Great Wall” 


“GREAT WALL” IS THE FIRST ENGLISH LANGUAGE FEATURE shot entirely in China, 
It's the biggest-budget attempt yet to straddle both sides of the Pacific, plucking movie star 
Matt Damon from the West for production in the East but the film isn’t well stitched together. 


“GREAT WALL”

"Tell the world what you 
have seen," a character 
exclaims in "The Great Wall," 
"and what is coming!" 

The warning is about the 
mythical mass of marauding 
monsters that are sweeping 
down northern China but it 
could just as easily be for the 
kind of Hollywood-China col- 
laboration that is "The Great 
Wall." The first English lan- 
guage feature shot entirely in 
China, it's the biggest-budget 
attempt yet to straddle both 
sides of the Pacific, plucking 
a movie star (Matt Damon) 
from the West for a produc- 
tion in the East. In a movie 
industry where the two 
biggest markets are North 
America and China, it's 
Hollywood's version of hav- 
ing your cake and eating it, 
too. 

But if "The Great Wall" is 
a forerunner to the cross-cul- 
tural blockbustering to come, 
we may have just as much 
reason to flee as those being 
hounded in the film by the 
Taotie. Those are the four- 
legged, man-eating creatures 
of ancient Chinese folklore 
that are here attacking the 
Great Wall and the armies 
that defend it, as the Taotie 
are said to do every 60 years. 
They're the Halley's Comet of 


demons. 

With acclaimed Chinese 
filmmaker Zhang Yimou 
directing and Damon star- 
ring, "The Great Wall" would 
seem to at least promise to be 
an intriguing artifact, a 
movie that would, even in fail- 
ure, illustrate something 
interesting about the culture 
clash it's predicated on. But 
it turns out to be little more 
than a monster movie (and a 
poor one at that) that says 
more about corporate-driven 
global moviemaking than 
anything about either culture. 
It, after all, originated as a 
thinly sketched conceit of 
Thomas Tull, the former 
chief executive of the now 
Chinese-owned Legendary 
Entertainment. 

Six writers are credited for 
the script and story, which 
centers on a medieval Irish 
mercenary, William Garin 
(Damon), who has come to 
the Gobi Desert in search of 
"black powder," that is, early 
explosives. Though many 
feared Damon's character 
was another example of 
Hollywood's fondness — for 
"white saviors," he is less a 
heroic protagonist than an 
audience stand-in for a lavish 
pageant celebrating Chinese 
values and valor. 

Garin and his Spanish 
partner, Tovar (Pedro Pascal 
of "Game of Thrones"), are 
captured by a group of elite

walriors dubbed. the 
Nameless Order whose 
fortress lies along the Great 
Wall. They are prisoners ini- 
tially, but they prove their 
worth in battle during the 
first Taotie attack and are 
subsequently, and somewhat 
reluctantly, drafted into the 
epic fight. 

The teaming army along 
the exaggerated, heightened 
wall is a vibrant swirl of color 
and choreography. Yimou 
has long known how to dazzle 
with movement and historical 
sweep, notably in films like 
"House of Flying Daggers" 
and "Hero." He was also the 
director of the 2008 Beijing 
Olympics opening ceremony, 
and there's a sense that his 
earlier, feistier art-house days 
("To Live," "Raise the Red 
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Lantern") have given way to 
a cozier relationship with the 
Chinese government — and 
that the films have suffered 
for it. The whiff of propagan- 
da surrounding "The Great 
Wall" only adds to the trend. 

Yimou's images are 
almost entirely computer 
generated in "The Great 
Wall." For all the attention to 
its China-set production, the 
film feels like it takes place 
nowhere but in a rather dim 
digital realm that often 
appears like a knockoff of 
Peter Jackson's Middle 
Earth, complete with orc-like 
beasts. 

Few characters emerge 
out of the blur General Shao 
(Zhang Hanyu) presides over 
the Nameless Order, but it's 
Jian Tian's Lin Mae who 
most resonates. She's part of 
an acrobatic group of war- 
riors who bungee jump off 
the wall to spear the Taotie. 
Garin watches her in awe, 
and quite rightly realizes he's 
out of his depth. 

But the film altogether 
isn't well stitched together. 
Characters appear largely as 
cardboard cut-outs. The pac- 
ing is frantic. There's surpris- 
ingly little sense to the entire 
ordeal as Lin Mae and Garin 
fight to stave off the monster 
hordes. 

"The Great Wall," in the 
end, bridges worlds only by 
that sad commonality we all 
share: the disappointment of 
a bloated, half-baked block- 
buster. 

"The Great Wall," a 
Universal Pictures release, is 
rated PG-13 by the Motion 
Picture Association of 
America for "for sequences of 
fantasy action violence." 
Running time: 104 minutes. 
One and a half stars out of 
four.

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Blood and platelet donors needed now 


The American Red Cross blood y 


donor upcoming schedule 


The American Red Cross is urging eligible 
donors throughout Massachusetts to give blood 
or platelets following recent winter storms, 
which have compounded a severe winter blood 
shortage. 

Snow and icy roads forced more than 30 blood 
drives to cancel in the Massachusetts and 
Connecticut Blood Services Region over the last 
week, causing more than 1,100 donations to go 
uncollected. Since the beginning of the year, 
severe weather forced the cancellation of more 
than 300 blood drives in 30 states, resulting in 
over 12,000 uncollected donations. 

“The need for blood doesn’t pause for severe 
weather - it’s constant,” said Alyson Barraza, 
communications manager of the Massachusetts 
and Connecticut Red Cross Blood Services 
Region. “Right now, blood and platelet dona- 
tions are being distributed to hospitals faster 
than they are coming in. Eligible donors of all 
blood types are critically needed.” 

Eligible donors can find a blood donation 
opportunity and schedule an appointment to 
donate by using the free Blood Donor App, visit- 
ing redcrossblood.org or calling 1-800-RED 
CROSS (1-800-733-2767). The Red Cross is extend- 
ing hours at many donation sites for more 
donors to give blood or platelets. Overall, the 
Red Cross has added nearly 200 hours to blood 


donation centers and community blood drives 
across the country over the next few weeks. 
Donation appointments and completion of a 
RapidPass online health history questionnaire 
are encouraged to help speed up the donation 
process. 

Every two seconds, someone in the U.S. 
needs blood. Accident and burn victims, heart 
surgery and organ transplant patients, and 
patients receiving treatment for leukemia, can- 
cer or sickle cell disease may all require blood to 
save their lives.

highway and MBTA commuter 
rail station. 

According to Woburn City 
Engineer Jay Corey, based on 
Woburn traffic counts and 
data submitted to his office by 
Wilmington officials, some 
37,000 cars are heading down 
Commerce Way on a daily 
basis, and a significant por- 
tion of those vehicles are 
diverted to secondary road- 
ways in order to get to the 
North Woburn/Wilmington 
side of New Boston Street. 

The Woburn city engineer 
further speculated that 
because of that congestion, as 
well as the non-existent direct 
route to I-93, large volumes of 
that commuter traffic are 
plugging up Wilmington road- 
ways like Woburn Street, 
which an estimated 10,000 
motorists are traversing each 
day. 

“Once the beltway is com- 
pleted [by building the 
bridge], we expect to see a 
redistribution of traffic. We 
don’t expect to see that traffic 
going north [through 
Wilmington] increasing,” said 
Corey. “What currently now 
has to go all the way around 
Mishawum Road [should 
instead head] down 
Presidential Way and straight 
to the highway.” 

MassDOT representatives 
and VHB traffic engineers say 
they can confirm those new 
traffic patterns by plugging 
existing roadway conditions 
data into a computer model. 

VHB consultant Bob 


Penfield, whose firm is acting 
as project manager for the’ - 
New Boston Street bridge: - 
project, promised Wilmington - 
officials those projections will 
be forwarded to town officials - - 
in the coming weeks, as traffic - - 
counts are already being con- : - 
ducted. 

According to Wilmington 
Town Manager Jeff Hull, as 
long as those models verify 
Wilmington’s traffic won’t get 
worse as a result of the bridge 
reconnection, he and other 
town officials will . likely 
endorse the project. However, 
before doing so, Wilmington 
also wants a guarantee that 
the state will sanction a full 
trucking ban on Woburn and 
Eames streets. 

“We’ve heard concerns 
related to a truck exclusion on 
Woburn Street and Eames 
Street. [Woburn Mayor Scott 
Galvin] has expressed his 
desire to support the Town of 
Wilmington and whatever 
you’d like to see there,” said 
Corey. 

“From everything we’ve 
gathered from internal discus- 
sions, it appears the New 
Boston Street opening, with 
the trucking exclusion, should 
not create a significant prob- 
lem for the residents of 
Wilmington. The traffic com- 
ing over that bridge will. pre- 
dominantly take Presidential 
Way to 1-93,” Hull ~ later 
remarked.
